Family's 
pain over 
death of 
woman 


THE family of a 48-year-old 
woman who was found dead 
in a Smethwick street have 
spoken of their heartache as 
they paid tribute to her. 

Police launched a murder 
investigation following the 
discovery of Glynis Bens- 
ley in Cheshire Road. Her 
brother Adrian Bensley 
said: “Our family is heart¬ 
broken and in deep shock. 
We cannot believe that an¬ 
yone would want to cause 
harm to our lovely sister.” 

Glynis, who was one 
of nine siblings, was pro¬ 
nounced dead last Wednes¬ 
day. A 14-year-old boy was 
arrested in connection 
with her death on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon. He has been 
released on bail while in¬ 
quiries continue. 

DCI Sam Ridding said: 
“We are still piecing to¬ 
gether all of the information 
we have gathered to deter¬ 
mine Glynis’ last move¬ 
ments and what led to her 
tragic death. Our thoughts 
remain with Glynis’ family 
and friends, who are devas¬ 
tated by what has happened, 
and specially trained officers 
are working with them at 
this time. 

“We continue to ap¬ 
peal to anyone who was 
in the Cheshire Road area 
on Wednesday evening to 
contact us on either 101, 
or Crimestoppers anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555 111.”

FIRE DESTROYS 
CHARITY UNIT 


CHARITY donations to help the 
homeless were completely destroyed 
by a severe blaze at an industrial es¬ 
tate in West Bromwich. 

The fire on Howard Street is believed to have 
started in a skip and spread rapidly to sur¬ 
rounding unites before three fire crews were 
able to put it out, having battled the blaze for 
three hours. 

The fire on Monday 
spread to 30 large tyres 
nearby as well as the unit 
which contained food and 
clothing donated for the 
Midland Langar Seva Soci¬ 
ety. It was completely de¬ 
stroyed as the fire ripped 
through it leaving it and 
a surrounding structure 
charred and black. 

Aj Singh Samra aged, 40, 
from Smethwick, who works 
at M&A Birmingham Lim¬ 
ited, which owns the unit 
that caught fire, said: “It is 
terrible because there was a 
lot of stuff in there that was 
going to those in need and 
it’s all gone now.” 

Aj, who is a trustee at the 
charity, said that the society 
does not take monetary do¬ 
nations but collects clothing 
and food and hands it out 
to the homeless in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Aj, whose father Mac 
Samra owns M&A Birming¬ 
ham Limited, said that they 
are now planning to speak

to the landlord of the site to 
decide what happens next. 

“There is a lot of damage 
and it really is all up in the 
air at the minute,” Aj said. 

A spokesman for West 
Midlands Fire Control, said: 
“Three crews were called 
to the site at 7am after we 
received reports of a severe 
fire at an industrial estate 
yard. On arrival 30 large 
tyres were on fire along with 
the contents of a skip and a 
nearby unit. 

“Crews from Tipton and 
West Bromwich tackled the 
fire, which took three hours 
to completely control. “Due 
to the serious nature of the 
fire our crews used breath¬ 
ing apparatus. Three jets 
were used to dampen the 
flames. 

“The owners of the yard 
were in attendance and as¬ 
sisted our crews but no-one 
was hurt in the incident.”

IT is a spectacular tribute to those 
who gave up their lives during the 
First World War. 

Nine acres of winding hedged pas¬ 
sageways shaped into a poppy, as seen 
from the air in this stunning picture. 
The bird’s eye view of the attraction 
was revealed by Sandwell Council 
which is urging more families to visit 
the new maize maze. 

Situated at Forge Mill Farm, the 
maze opened last month and is the 
first of its kind in Sandwell. It was 
shaped as a poppy to commemorate 
the start of the Great War’s hundredth 
anniversary this year. Reacting to 


the picture, after its release on social 
media, residents in the borough have 
praised council officers for the idea. 
Yvonne Worton said: “Many congrat¬ 
ulations to the clever person who de¬ 
signed this.” 

Sarah Newell Gosh said: “Love it. 
Would never of known it was there. 
Well done.” In autumn, the maize will 
be harvested into food for cattle at 
Sandwell Valley Country Park. 

The attraction was opened by Mayor 
of Sandwell, Councillor Derek Rowley. 
He said: “It is a fantastic win-win idea. 
The kids can enjoy it over the summer 
and then the animals at the farm will 


be fed from it later in the year.” Visi¬ 
tors are advised to allow an hour and 
a half to complete the maze. It is open 
daily from 10am to 4.30pm, with last 
admission to the maze at 3.30pm. 

Entry to Forge Mill Farm is free. 
Admission to the maze is £3 for adults 
and £1.50 for children and over 60s. 
Family tickets are also available. 
Sandwell is not the only place where 
maize maze have recently opened 
up. At Essington Fruit Farm, bosses 
opened a Cinderella-themed maze last 
month. The National Forest maize 
maze in Staffordshire is also a major 
annual attraction. 


Big town 
revamp 
brought 
forward 


A MULTI-MILLION pound 
regeneration of Smethwick 
that could rival Birming¬ 
ham’s Custard Factory 
will start in the new year - 
months ahead of schedule. 

Work on the rundown 
area off Rolfe Street is now 
set to begin in January, 
while it was first thought 
the £3.5 million develop¬ 
ment would start in the 
spring. 

Tenders are now being re¬ 
quested from construction 
firms to take on the work, 
which would see shop units 
opened and made available 
to local businesses, as well 
as a new construction and 
training college and a ca¬ 
nal-side marketplace. 

Initial work will include 
the remodelling of a derelict 
warehouse to provide the 
new training centre, and 
the refurbishment of a busi¬ 
ness enterprise centre to in¬ 
clude a cafe area and market 
square. 

Councillor Preet Gill, a 
ward member for St Paul’s, 
believes it will be similar to 
Birmingham’s Custard Fac¬ 
tory in Digbeth - a regener¬ 
ation project which turned 
a former industrial site into 
a home for independent re¬ 
tailers, digital and creative 
businesses, and events. 

She said: “I think it’s 
going to be a really great de¬ 
velopment, and we feel that 
it would really bring the 
whole area up.”

Crem in 

A MEMORIAL garden dedicated to 
the remembrance of pets is set to 
be created. The space, which would 
only be for the burial or scattering 
of the ashes of animals, will be next 
to West Bromwich Crematorium. 

Sandwell Registration Services, 
run by Sandwell Council, wants to 
create the one-hectare garden in a 
space currently taken up by an un¬ 
used former cattle field off Forge 


Lane. It would form part of ongo¬ 
ing works to improve the site, also 
known as Sandwell Valley Crema¬ 
torium, and the area surrounding 
it, with a £388,000 revamp which is 
expected to be started soon. 

A report on the garden, submitted 
as part of a planning application, 
reads: “Sandwell Registration Ser¬ 
vices plans to develop a memorial 
garden that is dedicated to the scat¬ 


tering and burial of pets. The design 
will take into account the surround¬ 
ing green area. Natural paths with 
a mixture of formal and informal 
walkways will cut between the wild- 
flower areas and native trees. 

“The site is within close proxim¬ 
ity to our administration/operations 
building so that the garden can be 
suitably managed and maintained 
using existing staff.” 


No impact on surrounding areas 
was anticipated by the creation of 
the facility. 

The wildflower meadow would sit 
in the centre of the garden, which 
would be bordered with native 
trees and shrubs, while meandering 
paths would include one made from 
concrete for disabled visitors. 

There would also be a central sit¬ 
ting area with a shelter. 


Son is hailed a hero for 
saving family from fire

Diane Potter and son Callum Harley saw the 
fire spread up the stairwell before the 15-year-old 
leaped from a bedroom window and woke his father 
Paul, aged 51. Ms Potter then lowered her grandson 
Brayden Cross from the window.

Following that, Callum’s 
brother Liam jumped out of 
his bedroom window. 

Ms Potter, aged 46, then 
escaped through her bed¬ 
room window while Paul 
Harley, a car repair worker 
started fighting the fire in 
the kitchen with a garden 
hose before pulling the 
family’s two dogs to safety. 
Ms Potter said: “Callum 
was quick to get out of the 
house, help Brayden get out 
and wake up Paul. We were 
very lucky.” 

Mr Harley said: “Callum 
is the hero. He woke up and 
smelled the fire and jumped 
from the window, broke 
down a fence panel to alert 
me outside. 

“If it hadn’t been for him 
it might have been a dif¬ 
ferent story. He saved the 
family.” After putting out 
the blaze, firefighters tried 
to establish the cause and 
cleared out the property. 

Neighbour Jerry Such- 
onski, aged 47, said: “We 
looked outside and saw the 
place on fire, it was a scary 
sight.” 

A couple living opposite 
the house were woken by 
the fire. The couple, aged 
78 and 79, said: “It’s left us 
feeling a bit shaken. We saw 
one of the boys jumping out 
of the window.” 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service spokeswoman 
Suzie Wheaton said: “All 
five occupants were assessed 
at the scene for smoke inha¬ 
lation. Two teenagers were 
conveyed to hospital for fur¬ 
ther assessment and treat¬ 
ment whilst the three other 
casualties were discharged.”

Arson investigation under way 


THE house fire is now being treated as 
arson. Police say the blaze at the property 
in Ruskin Street was started deliberate¬ 
ly through the letterbox. Officers are now 
appealing for help to identify a man who 
was seen running away from the address in 
the direction of Shaftsbury Street and Law 
Street. He was wearing a long sleeved plain 
white polo top and dark gloves. 

Twins Callum and Liam Harley, both 
aged 14, and eight-year-old Brayden Cross 


were taken to hospital following their es¬ 
cape from the fire on Sunday morning. 

Liam still remains at Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. Det Sgt Matt Slattery said: 
“The fire was started deliberately through 
the letterbox and could have had tragic 
consequences had the occupant not heard 
a noise and gone to investigate. 

“We are currently trawling through 
CCTV from the surrounding area to iden¬ 
tify a man thought to be responsible.” 


Fire hub 
open day 
proves a 
real blast 

HUNDREDS of families 
came together to mark the 
opening of a new fire sta¬ 
tion, which is hoped will 
better serve the local com¬ 
munity in Halesowen and 
Cradley Heath. 

Crews moved into their 
new home at the state-of- 
the-art Haden Cross centre 
three weeks ago - on Sat¬ 
urday they welcomed in the 
public for a look around the 
new site. As well as several 
fire prevention demonstra¬ 
tions, visitors to the station 
in Barrs Road enjoyed re¬ 
freshments and a chance to 
look inside a fire engine. 

The opening of the site 
follows the closure of the 
former Cradley Heath sta¬ 
tion in Mace Street. It also 
comes two years after the 
station in Hagley Road in 
Halesowen was shut down. 

Watch commander John 
Williams said: “We’ve been 
here three weeks now and 
after the initial period of 
facing a building site, we’ve 
now got everything fully in 
function to serve the pub¬ 
lic.” 

Last month, firefighters 
marked their departure 
from their station in Mace 
Street with a parade to 
their new base. Personnel 
past and present took part 
in a small ceremony, which 
included the lowering of the

Senior coroner for the 
Black Country Robin Bal¬ 
main was due to look into 
the events that led to the fa- 
ther-of-one’s death in April 
but adjourned the case after 
a witness failed to turn up. 

Mr Balmain consulted 
the family of Mr Mills after 
Daniel Green, who was with 
him on the day of his death, 
failed to attend the hear¬ 
ing at Smethwick Council 
House. An arrest warrant 
was issued for Mr Green.

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Rebuild 
store bid 
by Lidl to 
bring jobs 

BUDGET supermarket Lidl 
has announced plans for 
a revamped store in West 
Bromwich which will create 
jobs. The company wants 
to knock down the existing 
store in High Street and re¬ 
place it with a new building. 

The proposals, submitted 
to Sandwell Council, say the 
new store will employ more 
than 10 additional workers. 

Bosses say they are in¬ 
vesting ‘several million 
pounds’ in the scheme. 

They say by building a 
new supermarket they will 
have a more efficient store 
layout, more space between 
aisles and checkouts and 
be able to stock a higher 
amount of products. 

The application lodged 
by James Hanna of Lidl 
says: “We anticipate it will 
bring several million pounds 
worth of investment into 
the area, providing a new, 
attractive and modern re¬ 
development, offering local 
employment and choice.” 

“Lidl intend to employ 
in excess of an additional 
10 full time equivalent 
members of staff following 
the redevelopment.” The 
new store, which would be 
single-storey, would cover 
an area measuring around 
23,034 sq ft. 

Residents and businesses 
have until September 29 to 
have their say on the plans. 

Parking fees 
review due 

A REVIEW of parking 
charges is being launched 
by council bosses in Walsall 
- but they will not reveal 
whether they are likely to 
go up or down. 

The new Labour adminis¬ 
tration is looking at the fees 
to park in town centres as it 
draws up budget plans. And 
one of its priorities is park¬ 
ing charges at car parks and 
on streets in the main shop¬ 
ping areas. 

Leader Councillor Sean 
Coughlan said: “Whatever 
we do has got to be taken in 
the context of the financial 
situation but we want to 
support businesses.”

I had my son back

A GRIEVING mother has called for more to be 
done to help addicts who are leaving prison to 
make sure they don’t go back to drugs. 

Beverley Bailey was speaking at Smethwick 
Council House after the inquest into the death 
of her son, Jason, the day after he was released 
from prison. The 34-year-old died at his mother’s 
home in Hedgefield Grove, Halesowen, on June 4 
after overdosing on heroin. 

Mrs Bailey said her son was released from 
prison following a 10-week stint for shop theft 
as having no fixed abode, and with around £100 
he had earned from working while in prison. She 
said: “If a known heroin addict is released onto 
the streets with nowhere to go and £100 in his

pocket, it’s not rocket science to work out what 
he’s going to do with the money.” 

She said she wanted to make people aware of 
the lack of support given to drug addicts when 
they are released from prison, while Mr Robin 
Balmain, senior coroner for the Black Country, 
said he would write to the prison service to ex¬ 
press his concerns. 

Mrs Bailey - a former prison officer - has writ¬ 
ten to her MP, James Morris, about her son’s 
case.She told the inquest she had been to visit 
her son a week before his release to tell him he 
was not allowed back to his parents’ house. She 
told the inquest that Mr Bailey was released on 
June 3 and arrived at her house later that day, 


but she told him to go away. She said he came 
back half an hour later and was sobbing so she 
let him in. 

“I told him if he was going to live here he 
was going to do as I say and he had to ask to 
do everything except flush the toilet,” she said. 
“We spent a wonderful afternoon in the garden. 
It was like we had our son back. He went to bed 
and I went upstairs around midnight and his 
door was wide open and his television was on.” 

She found him lying on the floor and called the 
ambulance. She said ambulance staff found her 
son with a syringe still in his leg. Mr Balmain 
recorded the cause of death as heroin and mor¬ 
phine toxicity due to drug abuse.

biggest ammo haul jailed

A FORMER nurse has been jailed 
for seven years after a raid at her 
home found the biggest haul of 
ammunition and explosives in 
West Midlands Police history. 

Joanne Morris had seven sticks of 
plastic explosives and a home-made 
bomb when police swooped on her 
home in Station Street, Bloxwich on 
November 14 last year. 

During a three-and-a-half day search 
of the property officers also seized 1,990 
rounds of live ammunition, a dismantled 
12-bore shotgun and 15 detonators. Resi¬ 
dents, local businesses and Bloxwich police 
station nearby were evacuated as the in¬ 
credible haul was uncovered. 

Chemical warfare protection suits and 
ration packs were also discovered at the 
address along with two samurai swords, a 
harpoon and a number of air pistols. Police 
said it looked like she was preparing for ‘a 
World War 3 Doomsday scenario’. 

On the second day of the search bomb-dis¬ 
posal experts from the Army were called in 
to conduct a controlled explosion on five 
detonators found buried in a flowerbed in 
the back garden. 

Transgender 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court yester¬ 
day the 48-year-old, also a former soldier, 
was handed a seven-year prison sentence 
after Judge John Warner said she had ‘a 
long-standing obsession with weapons’. 

Morris, who is transgender and was a 
man known as Paul Morris at the time of 
the raid worked as a nurse at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton and an am¬ 
bulance controller in Brierley Hill. Police 
carried out a dawn raid on the property 
after border agency staff intercepted a par¬ 
cel from the US containing gun parts ad¬ 
dressed to her. The court was told a search 
- involving more than 100 officers and cost¬ 
ing £50,000 - revealed the arms cache. 

Mr Hugh O’Brien Quinn, prosecuting, 
said: “There was a huge quantity of ammu¬ 
nition, plastic explosives and other weapons 
stored insecurely. Morris was not deemed 
suitable to be in possession of any of it. She 
was obsessed with weapons.” 

Morris had accumulated the large stash 


of ammunition over 20 years. She claimed 
to have held onto a collection of 476 deadly 
hollow-point cartridges from her time as a 
member of the Charter Gun Club in Wales, 
while the explosives and detonators were 
from her time in the Army. 

Morris served with the Royal Engineers 
for 10 years. During her tenure she was a 
man based at barracks in Wiltshire and saw 
service in the Falklands before being dis¬ 
charged in 1992. She had a firearms licence, 
but this was withdrawn in April 1993 after 
she accidentally shot her wife in the leg 
while cleaning a revolver. Morris received 
a conditional discharge for the offence, but 
continued to stockpile ammunition. 

The court was told that on the second 
day of the search officers found what they 
thought was a grenade, which turned out 
to be a relatively harmless smoke gre¬ 


nade. But during a search of a flowerbed, 
15 detonators, seven sticks of PD4 plastic 
explosives, 16 metres of safety fuse and a 
firing device were unearthed. This led to an 
evacuation of the area while bomb disposal 
experts carried out as series of explosions. 
Mr O’Brien Quinn said: “If all seven sticks 
of the PD4 were initiated the number of 
casualties and damage to buildings would 
have been substantial.” 

Morris joined the Territorial Army after 
leaving the regular army, before she was 
took a position as a nurse at New Cross 
Hospital in Wolverhampton in 2003. She 
left the job after she was attacked by a 
patient in 2009 and received a substantial 
compensation payout and was working at 
the Brierley Hill ambulance control centre 
at the time of her arrest. 

Mr Brian Dean, defending, said the am¬ 


munition was unusable, while the parts of 
the shotgun recovered were damaged be¬ 
yond repair. He added: “She is emotionally 
intelligent and coherent, not hostile or ag¬ 
gressive. She has long held a powerful de¬ 
sire to live her life as a woman and had led 
a blameless life. She is a gentle soul.” 

Morris pleaded guilty to four counts of 
possessing an explosive substance, four 
counts of unlawful possession of ammuni¬ 
tion, possessing a shotgun and making an 
explosive substance. 

Wearing a grey business suit and blouse, 
she showed no emotion as she was sen¬ 
tenced. Ordering custody in a male jail, 
Judge Warner told her: “I accept transgen¬ 
der issues will have had a profound effect on 
your life, but they are wholly unconnected 
to your culpability for the crimes.”

A READER asks, rather unkindly. “This ice-bucket chal¬ 
lenge thing. Is it just a cheap alternative to a weekend in 
Wales?” 

CAN we take it for granted that William Pooley will get 
a gong in the next Honours List for risking his life to save 
the life of others in the Ebola virus epidemic? Or does he 
have to sing pop songs, row a boat or ride a bike very fast 
as well? 

MEREDYDD Hughes, head of South Yorkshire Police 
between 2004 and 2011, was damned by one tabloid for 
concentrating on speeding offences instead of child abus¬ 
ers. So let us turn the clock back to 2004. Tony Blair is 
prime minister. Charles Clarke is Home Secretary. Harriet 
Harman is Solicitor-General. And Chief Constable Hughes 
suddenly declares: “My priority is to stop Pakistani men 
raping little girls.” He would have been sacked so fast you 
wouldn’t have seen him for dust. Cops may share the guilt 
but the blame for this nightmare goes all the way to Down¬ 
ing Street. 

THERE’S just one snag with the new school targets on 
grammar. The teachers can’t teach. Alice Philips, president 
of the Girls’ Schools Association, says thousands of young 
teachers have “little or no grounding in English language 
or grammar.” Does that surprise anyone? We are steadily 
becoming an illiterate nation, blessed with the finest lan¬ 
guage this planet has ever seen but quite unable to use it. 

SO the Czech Republic with a population of just 10 
million has proton-beam cancer treatment but the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom, with six times the population, does not. Two 
things that we Brits are supposed to cherish have been 
exposed as rubbish in the Ashya King saga - British justice 
and the NHS. 

AFTER Justin Webb almost 
made an unfortunate spoon¬ 
erism on the Today pro¬ 
gramme (Radio 4) this week, 
BBC announcers mentioning 
the Great British Bake-Off 
should try to avoid describing 
it as “the hit baking show.” 
Older readers may recall a 
similar spoonerism many 
years ago by Billy Cotton 
in his Bandshow, a national 
institution enjoyed live by a 
BBC audience of millions. In 
one sketch set in a Wild West 

saloon, Cotton was supposed to introduce a character 
called the Dead-Shot Kid. It came out as the Dead ***- 
Cod. 

MORE from Max Hastings’s new book about the out¬ 
break of war in 1914, Catastrophe. Some of the priceless 
quotes he has unearthed could have come straight out of 
Blackadder Goes Forth. After one great battle, the com¬ 
manding officer of the Grenadier Guards wrote to his wife: 
“The men are splendid and I think their bravery in disre¬ 
garding danger is largely due to British stupidity.” 

IF you ever thought Olympic glory was all about fun, 
consider the words of the England rowing champ Andrew 
Triggs Hoggs who told us this week that the abiding motto 
of his sport is: “A happy boat is a slow boat.” If you start to 
enjoy it, that’s when you lose. 

DESPITE spending millions on adverts, the Army Re¬ 
serve (formerly Territorial Army) signed up only 140 new re¬ 
cruits in the first six months of this year. No surprises there. 
The TA was traditionally a citizen army, to be mobilised 
in the event of general war. The Army Reserve is a subs’ 
bench for any madcap adventure ordered by Downing 
Street. There is a world of difference between joining up to 
keep the Hun on the other side of the Channel and getting 
your head chopped off in Iraq, for a cause you don’t under¬ 
stand by a feral pack of demented jihadists from Cardiff.

THE first four trams in a new £40 million 
fleet have been launched - marking the 
start of major investment in the Midland 
Metro network. 

Councillors and business bosses were left 
tickled pink at Wednesbury Parkway tram 
station where they travelled on the new 
trams to Snow Hill for the official opening 
ceremony. The new Urbos 3 trams are big¬ 
ger and offer more room for passengers - 
as well as having a smoother, quieter ride 
than the older models. They are part of a 


20-strong fleet which will enter service in 
the coming months. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper 
said: “I think today is a fantastic day not 
just because we are getting some new 
trams, but because of the continuing work 
we will now have which will be much better 
in terms of the economy.” 

By early 2015, every tram on the network 
will be an Urbos 3, with at least one new 
tram arriving each month at the Wednes¬ 
bury depot from a factory in Spain.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting 
plans for a waste recycling 
plant in Brierley Hill have 
organised a public meeting 
to discuss the latest plans. 

Clean Power has resub¬ 
mitted plans for land off 
Moor Street with improved 
odour management arrange¬ 
ments after a previous plan¬ 
ning application was thrown 
out by Dudley Council. 

The revamped plan al¬ 
ready faces opposition from 
Say No to Waste campaign 
group, which has organised 
a meeting for September 
15 at Hawbush Primary 
School, in Hawbush Road, 
at 7.30pm. 

In the revised applica¬ 
tion internal air-locks are 
proposed at three vehicle 
entrances to the building. 
It is Clean Power’s second 
application after its initial 
proposals were thrown out 
amid concerns smells could 
waft over homes. 

The six-acre plant could 
process about 195,000 tons 
of waste a year, creating en¬ 
ergy for up to 10,000 homes. 
It would create 34 jobs. 

A spokesman said: “Our 
proposals represent a very 
significant waste and recy¬ 
cling investment in Brierley 
Hill. It is needed so that the 
area does not continue land¬ 
filling and burning waste 
that could and should be 
better utilised.”

Chiefs call for stricter betting shop rules 


BETTING shops should be better regulat¬ 
ed and forced to reduce stakes put down by 
gamblers on fixed odds betting machines, 
according to town hall bosses in Sandwell. 

Sandwell Council has written to the Gov¬ 
ernment demanding urgent action against 
the machines, where players bet on average 
£17 on each spin and £55 over one session. 

Following a motion approved in June, the 
council has asked the Secretary of State for 
Culture, Media and Sport, Sajid Javid to 
pass a law reducing the maximum stake on 
machines to £2 a spin. Councillors also want 
more powers to stop more bookies open¬ 


ing in the district. Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “We don’t want to be a nanny 
state, but people after a few beers can go 
into the betting shops and blow a week’s 
wages in minutes on one of these machines. 

“The things are so easy to waste money 
away on. If we can at least restrict them to 
£2 a go, I believe people will find it easier to 
hold themselves back.” 

He added: “We also have the problem 
where we don’t have the powers to restrict 
the number of betting shops, which are 
often in high numbers in areas of poverty.” 

Tom Watson, Labour MP for West Bro¬ 


mwich East, has campaigned against the 
betting shop machines. 

John Spellar, Labour MP for Warley, has 
also supported the motion from Sandwell 
Council. He has written to the authority 
saying he will take the matter up with col¬ 
league MPs. 

Earlier this year, The Campaign for 
Fairer Gambling revealed gamblers lost 
£24million on betting shop machines. 

The body found the biggest losses were 
incurred in areas with the highest depriva¬ 
tion, with people in Sandwell blowing £7.4m 
on the machines last year. In a report with 


Sandwell Council’s motion, officers said 
more than 80 per cent of profits at betting 
shops came from machines. 

The report said: “This council believes 
that the increase in fixed odds betting ter¬ 
minals is causing significant problems and 
belies that the Government should either 
use the existing legislative framework, 
or introduce legislation to outlaw casino 
games in betting shops.” 

Research carried out by company Geofu- 
tures found there are three or four times in 
areas of high unemployment than in areas 
of low employment. 


Cobbler is sole survivor as 
he sees off Tesco threat 



A SHOPKEEPER has scored a 
victory for local traders after a 
supermarket giant withdrew its 
plans to open a rival cobblers 
store just yards away from his 
shop. 

Charles Powell has run C&C Shoe 
Repairs on Cradley Heath High Street 
for the past 30 years. 

But the future was looking bleak for the 
69-year-old when Tesco announced it was 
planning to open a shoe repair shop on its 
supermarket car park opposite. 

Unwilling to give up without a fight, 
Mr Powell wrote to the store’s chairman, 
Sir Richard Broadbent, to explain how 
he feared the move would put him out of 
business. It was, by his own admission, a 
desperate plea for help, but in true David 
versus Goliath fashion Tesco withdrew its 
planning application. 

Mr Powell, who was backed by a petition 
from 250 customers and also received sup¬ 
port from Cradley Heath Traders’ Associa¬ 
tion and local councillors, said: “You can’t 
let these big businesses steamroller the 
smaller shops. 

Unoccupied 

“I am not against competition, but as a 
single trader I couldn’t have competed with 
a business on a car park supported by such 
a huge supermarket chain that could open 
from 8am to 7pm seven days a week. 

“Besides, there are plenty of empty shops 
in Cradley Heath High Street.” 

The town has been hit by competition 
from online shopping and out-of-town shop¬ 
ping centres, leading to a number of prop¬ 
erties on High Street remaining unoccupied 
for a number of years. 

Business leaders have hailed the move as 
a victory for small firms in the Black Coun¬ 
try. Paul Linton, president of the Sandwell 
branch of the Black Country Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “It is important we sup¬ 
port our local businesses because they can 
give a wider variety of competition on the 
high street. 

“In this instance Tesco are to be com¬ 
mended for taking this stance and listening 
to the view of a small trader who was clearly 
concerned about the future of his business. 
It just goes to show that if you have some¬ 
thing you believe in the rewards can still 


come to small businesses. One man’s voice 
can sometimes have a big impact.” 

Mr Powell opened C&C Shoe Repairs in 
1984 and to this day his store runs without 
a business telephone line. He said he has 
no plans to retire because he loves his work 
so much. 

He found out about the proposed Timp- 
son ‘pod’ when a planning application was 
put up on a lamp post near to his shop. 

The store was set to feature shoe, phone 
and watch repairs, plus dry cleaning, photo 
ID, key cutting and engraving services. De¬ 
spite objections from other traders in the 
area, planning officers recommended coun¬ 


cillors approve the application. It was due 
before Sandwell Council this week, but was 
booted out by Tesco in the wake of Mr Pow¬ 
ell’s letter. 

Cradley Heath and Old Hill councillor 
John Tipper, who signed the petition in 
support of Mr Powell, said: “His letter was 
very polite but I think we were all pleas¬ 
antly surprised by the unexpectedly gra¬ 
cious response from Tesco. 

“This was all down to Charles. He de¬ 
serves a lot of credit for what he has done.” 

Tesco customer services executive Liz 
Johnston wrote to Mr Powell saying she 
was sorry for the distress the plans had 


caused him. Describing the support Mr 
Powell received from his customers as 
‘heart-warming’, she said: “Given the over¬ 
whelming support you received from the 
residents of Cradley Heath, they have all 
agreed it would be wrong to open a Timp- 
son in this store. 

“After 30 years serving the community, 
I am sure you must know many of them 
and their families by name. We realise how 
important your business is to them and 
are happy to support your continued pres¬ 
ence in the High Street.” He now proudly 
displays the letter from Tesco in his shop 
window.

MUCH has been written this 
week concerning the whys and 
wherefores of Dudley South MP 
Chris Kelly’s decision to stand 
down. 

He is going to finish the job he 
was elected to do, rather than 
seek to renew his term of office. 

But the big problem for the 
Conservatives is still one of tim¬ 
ing, as much as it is the loss of 
yet another MP from the 2010 
intake. 

When Mr Kelly was chosen 
as the Prospective Parliamenta¬ 
ry Candidate in 2007 there was 
the possibility of a snap election 
being called by the then relative- 
ly-new Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown. 

Labour’s decision not to go to 
the country until 2010 gave the 
Tory candidate a good few years 
to get himself known in the area, 
get to grips with local matters 
and build up support not just for 
the party, but personally. Now 
there are just eight months to go. 

If the Tories are to have any 
hope of a majority then they 
have to hold on to every single 
seat they won in 2010 and gain 
more. 

David Cameron cannot afford 
to lose Dudley South or let go of 
Cannock Chase, Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis, Stafford, Stour¬ 
bridge or Wolverhampton South 
West. 

Chris Kelly’s reasons for going 
are, he says, personal. Even so, 
there is a pattern the Conserva¬ 
tives have to address. 

As many as nine of the 2010 
intake - including Cannock 
Chase’s Aidan Burley - are 
throwing in the towel. Mr Bur¬ 
ley’s reasons are also of his 
own making. Had he not gone 
to a stag party where the groom 
wore a Nazi uniform, his career 
might not have been as brief. 

Being the incumbent MP usu¬ 
ally brings advantages if the 
candidate has a record in office 
they can stand by. The task for 
untested Labour candidates is 
now much easier than it was a 
few months ago. They will have 
been out on the streets, knock¬ 
ing doors for longer than the To¬ 
ries brought in to replace sitting 
MPs. 

The 2015 election will be 
fought on multiple fronts, with 
UKIP taking votes from all sides. 
It is hardly the ideal time for 
rookies. 

George Osborne is like a good 
house guest. When he turns up 
in the West Midlands he brings 
a present. 

A recent visit to the Black 
Country saw him promise fund¬ 
ing for the long-awaited new 
super hospital in Smethwick - 
something that had been drawn 
up under Labour but wasn’t de¬ 
livered. 

And when he went to Screwfix 
in Cannock he was the one who 
announced lots of new jobs on 
the way. It is a remarkable turna¬ 
round for a man who was booed 
at the Olympics because of his 
‘omnishambles’ budget to now 
be the one able to say to the 
electorate ‘we told you so’.

a campus and school at 
the derelict Springfield site 

THE derelict former M&B 
Springfield Brewery site in 
Wolverhampton is to be trans¬ 
formed into a university cam¬ 
pus and school under £60 mil¬ 
lion plans. 

The University of Wolverhampton 
has agreed to buy the fire-ravaged 
brewery to create a centre to edu¬ 
cate students wanting careers in the 
construction industry 

There are plans to redevelop the site 
to become the home of the new West 
Midlands University Technical Col¬ 
lege (UTC) for Construction, which the 
university is sponsoring along with the 
Construction Industry Training Board 
(CITB). 

Excellence 

And the university also plans to relo¬ 
cate its own School of Architecture and 
the Built Environment there. 

Vice-Chancellor of the University of 
Wolverhampton, Professor Geoff Layer, 
said: “This will provide a centre of ex¬ 
cellence with the most comprehensive 
construction education and training not 
only in the country but in Europe.” 

An agreement to buy the 12-acre site 
which has been vacant since 1991 when 
the Mitchells & Butler brewery closed, 
has been reached with the aim to finalise 
the deal in the next few months. 

It has not been revealed how much of 
the site, which dates back to 1873, will 
be preserved and which parts will be torn 
down. The brewery buildings were dam¬ 
aged by fires in 2004 and 2005. 

The site had long been set aside for 
housing and more than £2 million was 
spent bringing buildings back to their

former glory so they could become 140 
flats. But the full plans never went 
ahead. The UTC will provide education 
for 14 to 19-year-olds with a special 
focus on construction skills. 

It will open in September 2015 on a 
temporary site before moving into new 
buildings at Springfield in September 
2016. 

The University’s School of Architec¬ 
ture and the Built Environment, which 
is based within the city centre campus, 
provides courses in construction man¬ 
agement, civil engineering, quantity 


surveying, architecture and environ¬ 
mental management. It has around 
1,000 students and is expected to grow 
by a third after the move. 

Professor Layer said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be working with the CITB in 
bringing this project together. 

“This is hugely positive news for the 
construction industry and for Wolver¬ 
hampton and the Black Country. 

“The development will put the area 
on the map in terms of construction 
education and training and will mean 
that we can provide skills and educa-

Cannabis grown to 
save cash, court told 


Cycle of rock craziness

A MAN who started growing 
cannabis with friends from his 
five-a-side football team to save 
money has avoided an immedi¬ 
ate jail sentence. 

Raphael Jackson, aged 27, had 
planned the enterprise with team 
mates he played with every week at 
Goals soccer centre in Oldbury, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

The plants were grown at his third-floor 
flat in Darlaston, which was raided by po¬ 
lice on April 28. Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Jackson and a friend, 21-year-old 
Ashley Glass, were discovered in the spare 
bedroom. The police had forced entry and 
found a total of 78 plants inside, including 
18 mature plants in the bedroom, another 
10 drying in the kitchen and 50 seedlings. 

Father-of-two Jackson told the court he 
stayed at the flat in The Avenue around 
three nights a week, spending the rest of 
the time at his partner’s home in Hale¬ 
sowen. He claimed he smoked around six 
spliffs a day but had given up. The growing 
operation had started in January after a 
conversation with his five-a-side colleagues 
about the expense of cannabis and had been 
going for about two-and-a-half months. 

Glass claimed he was roped in to assist 
during a visit to see his friend. He said: “I 
knew what he was doing but I never got in¬ 
volved. I was asked if I would help harvest 
the plants and I foolishly agreed.” The pair 
had no previous convictions. 

Jackson, of Titford Road, Oldbury, and 
Glass, of St James Road Handsworth, both 
pleaded guilty to producing cannabis on the 
basis that they did not grow it for financial 
gain. 

Jackson was given a nine-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years and both 
were ordered to carry out 120 hours unpaid 
work and agree to a curfew, Jackson for 18 
weeks and Glass for 16 weeks. They were 
also ordered to share the prosecution costs 
of £550.

Band member Rob Leadbeater 
said: “On a personal note the Brit¬ 
ish Heart Foundation was an obvi¬ 
ous choice, having recently lost my 
mother-in-law after years of bat¬ 
tling with heart disease.” 

The charity gig in West Brom¬ 
wich will be held at Greets Green 
Social Club from 7pm onwards.

New barriers installed 
to deter bov racers

Awards nominations plea 


NEW barriers have been in¬ 
stalled at a supermarket car 
park in a bid to stop it be¬ 
coming a meeting point for 
hundreds of boy racers. 

Complaints have been made 
about groups gathering at Aldi 
in Moxley at night and then rac¬ 
ing along the Black Country New 
Road. 

The store just off the High Street 
agreed to take action to stop motorists 
congregating at the car park. It comes 
as police are looking to get an injunc¬ 
tion to tackle car cruising in the Black 
Country. 

There have been long-standing is¬ 
sues in Moxley, particularly on Sun¬ 
days after the store has shut, as the 
racers and crowds meet and gather at 
the island. 

Darlaston South Councillor Chris 
Bott, who has been pushing for action 
together with other local councillors 
and residents, said: “We welcome the 
barriers being installed. “The resi¬ 
dents have been sick to death with 
the problems. It has been a nightmare 
with the boy racers congregating on 
the car park. 

“It has been going on for about 18 
months. There’s hundreds of them 
that congregate in Moxley. They keep 
people up at night. We hope now that 
there’s light at the end of the tunnel.” 

Police have also been carrying out 
operations in the area. The final de¬ 
tails of an injunction aimed at stopping 
car cruising in the streets of the Black 
Country car are being drawn up. 

All four Black Country councils 
are teaming up to apply to the High 
Court for an injunction which could 
see people who participate in or watch 
car cruising events jailed for up to two 
years. 

Similar powers were brought into 
force in Cannock, near to Orbital and 
Linkway retail parks.

Joan and Jessie - twins 
inseparable since birth 


THEY have been inseparable 
since birth. Identical twins 
Joan and Jessie Baker went 
to the same schools, had the 
same jobs and have lived to¬ 
gether in the Black Country 
for nearly all of their lives. 

The 96-year-olds were born in 
Wolverhampton Road, Pelsall, in 
1918 a few months before the end 
of the First World War, with Joan 
20 minutes older than her sister. 

They have spent many of the years 
since then living and working together 
and although they now live apart - all 
be it round the corner from each other 
- they still meet up each day to enjoy 
dinner together. 

The sisters, who attended Pelsall In¬ 
fants School and School Lane second¬ 
ary school in the village, say they have 
fond memories of growing up. 

“Whatever I did, she did and what¬ 
ever she did, I did,” Jessie said. 

“We have always been together. We 
just grew part of one another. 

“We were always a family together,

we used to go to the seaside in Wales. 
Mum was a children’s nurse and dad 
was a miner.” 

They lived in Wolverhampton Road, 
Pelsall until they were 21, before 
moving to another home on the same 
street with their parents. After their 
mother Alice died in 1970, following 
the death of their father Joseph, they 
both moved into a flat in Charles Cres¬ 
cent, Pelsall. 

It was six years ago when they made 
the move to become neighbours rather 
than housemates after moving to sepa¬ 
rate flats on the same street in Rushall 
before Jessie moved to another home 
around the corner two years ago. 

The pair first worked together at 
a leather factory in Frederick Street, 
Walsall, making purses, cases and 
belts. They then left to work at a mu¬ 
nitions factory in Darlaston were they 
were involved in finishing and polish¬ 
ing shells during the Second World 
War. Joan said: “We both worked at 


Darlaston Naval Shells. Jess used to 
have the shells and put a screw in the 
top. I used to grease the bottom and 
put a cap on.” 

Although they spent short peri¬ 
ods apart while Joan became a shop 
worker and Jessie took up an office 
role, the sisters worked together again 
as shop assistants at Hetherington 
Chemists, in High Street, Pelsall. 

Joan spent 25 years of her life there, 
while Jessie worked there for 15 years. 

Away from the world of work the 
twins, who have never married or 
had children, are both keen knitters 
and have even won prizes together for 
their gardening abilities. 

They helped to create a communal 
garden outside their home four years 
ago which won them first prize in a 
competition. 

They were nominated for a Walsall 
Housing Group Community Spirit 
award by a neighbour who felt they 
deserved recognition. 

Judges agreed and awarded the 
sisters first place in the Community 
Garden Champion category of the 
Community Spirit awards.

Student's football injury led 
to a lifetime of love for couple 


WHEN a football injury caused Joan Powell to miss her 
college course, she asked a classmate to help her catch 
up - putting her on the path to 60 years of marriage. 

Mrs Powell and husband Harry met at Dudley Technical College 
in the late 1940s but have now celebrated their diamond wedding 
anniversary. “I picked up a torn cartilage while playing football, 
and I was off college for a bit,” said Mrs Powell. 


“When I came back, I needed 
to borrow somebody’s notes, and 
Harry seemed the nicest person on 
the course, and we got together from 
there.” 

The couple, who live in Leacote 
Drive, Tettenhall Wood, Wolver¬ 
hampton, stayed in touch after Mr 
Powell was called up for his Na¬ 
tional Service in 1949, and they 
were married on August 19, 1954, 
at St Michael’s Church in Tividale. 

They marked the milestone with 
a celebratory dinner at The Old Vic¬ 
arage Hotel in Worfield, between 
Bridgnorth and Wolverhampton. 

Mrs Powell, aged 84, said:she was 
very keen on sport in her youth. “I 
played football with boys and men, 
it was quite unusual for girls to 
play football then, and I also played 
cricket for Birmingham Women’s 
Cricket Club. My injury did have a 
happy ending.” 

Mr Powell who is also 84, said 
the couple’s shared interests were 
important to their long and happy 
marriage. “We both enjoy travel,” he 
said. “We’ve been to both the North 
Pole and the South Pole, in the days 
before they were tourist resorts - al¬ 
though we were tourists, of course.

Blind Dave is back in 
Black Country for race

HE ran a marathon in every 
continent in seven succes¬ 
sive days - but this month 
‘Blind Dave’ Heeley will be 
stepping down the mileage 
and joining in the fun when he 
takes part in a Black Country 
race. 

The 56-year-old from West Bro¬ 
mwich is planning to go dressed as 
Shrek when he takes part in The 
Great Black Country Run, a 10km 
race taking place in Halesowen on 
September 21. 

He will be joined by friends Tony 
Ellis and Rosemary Rhodes, both aged 
47, who plan to join in the theme by 
dressing up as other characters from 
the film. 

The race takes place two weeks after 
the trio will take part in the Great 
North Run and a year before they join 
the Marathon de Sables (MdS), which 
will see them run the equivalent of 
five-and-a-half marathons in the Sa¬ 
hara Desert.

BIRMINGHAM Airport had 
the busiest month in its his¬ 
tory during August, accord¬ 
ing to new figures. 

The airport, currently 
celebrating its 75th anni¬ 
versary, saw more than a 
million passengers com¬ 
ing through the gates with 
many people from the re¬ 
gion heading off on their 
summer holidays. 

The figure of 1,104,831 
smashed the previous 
monthly record achieved 
back in August 2008, by 
2.3 per cent. It was the fifth 
consecutive record-breaking 
month for the Airport, as 
April, May, June and July 
also saw previous records 
for the month smashed. 

Last month’s passenger 
numbers were also an in¬ 
crease of 5.2 per cent over 
August last year. 

It saw a one per cent 
increase in long haul pas¬ 
senger traffic with flights 
operating to Beijing, Dubai, 
Delhi, Egypt, Islamabad, 
Jamaica, Mexico, New York 
and Toronto in August. 

Chief executive Paul 
Kehoe said: “Achieving the 
busiest month in the Air¬ 
port’s 75-year history is a 
proud moment, especially as 
it follows four consecutive 
months where passenger 
records have been broken.” 

Scheduled traffic in Au¬ 
gust accounted for 77.3 per 
cent of passengers with 
charter flights making up 
the remaining 22.7 per cent 
at the airport which is the 
UK’s third largest outside 
London, and the UK’s sev¬ 
enth largest overall.

Work is due to start on the demolition of the tanks early in the new year 


THEY have dominated the 
skyline and have been a 
landmark for hundreds of 
thousands of motorists on 
their journey along the M6 
each week. 

Now two large gas holders 
are set to be pulled down to 
free up land for regeneration 
in Walsall. 

The huge circular structures 
off Darlaston Road are 85 metres 


in diameter and were decommis¬ 
sioned several years ago. 

National Grid say they were no 
longer needed because the way it 
stored gas has changed with un¬ 
derground pipes now used more 
commonly. 

Treatment 

A planning application to dis¬ 
mantle the holders, which can 
be seen between junction nine at 
Wednesbury and 10 at Walsall, 
has been submitted to Walsall 


Council. Initial work on the five 
acre site is due to begin early next 
year with the removal and treat¬ 
ment of water which has built up. 

This is likely to take eight 
months to complete and once 
empty the dismantling project will 
start by the winter. 

It is anticipated the gas hold¬ 
ers will be completely removed by 
mid-2016. 

They say it is part of the com¬ 
pany’s programme to clear sites 
and put redundant industrial land 


back into use. The area is due to 
under go massive regeneration 
work over the coming years with 
the creation of an enterprise zone 
and new £26 million road layout. 

The Phoenix 10 project which 
will see contaminated land cleaned 
up and transformed for business 
use is in the pipeline. 

Unlocking 

Matthew Pearce, regeneration 
manager at National Grid, said: 
“In 2011, the Government an¬ 


nounced the location of 11 new en¬ 
terprise zones. The gas holder site 
on the Darlaston Road is within 
the Black Country Enterprise 
Zone and removing the gas hold¬ 
ers will be a big step in unlocking 
this site for future redevelopment. 

“We are committed to being a 
good neighbour and will keep our 
presence in the area as low-key as 
possible during our time on site 
and will make sure residents are 
informed of the works as our plans 
progress.”

save cash, court told

LARGER than life images of the 
Black Country’s manufacturing 
heritage are being projected onto 
walls at an art gallery. 

Black Country Echoes: In Pic¬ 
tures, is the first major exhibition 
to open as part of the four-month- 
long Black Country Echoes Festival, 
celebrating the people, landscapes 
and industry of Wolverhampton, 
Walsall, Sandwell and Dudley. 

The exhibition at the Light 
House in Wolverhampton’s Chubb 
Buildings has 100 different images 
from five artists and groups, and 
shows the changing face of the 
Black Country from the 1950s to 
the 1990s. Three projectors display 


the images one by one onto the gal¬ 
lery walls. Festival co-ordinator Deb 
Slade said: “The images document 
the people, landscapes and industry 
very well.” 

Twenty of photographer Peter 
Donnelly’s images, taken in the 
early 1960s, are part of the exhi¬ 
bition. Watercolours from Arthur 
Lockwood and photographs by John 
Bulmer documented the sites and 
machinery, and a collection of im¬ 
ages from the Jubilee Arts Archive 
show a more modern side of the 
Black Country. Nick Hedges’ photo¬ 
graphs show life inside the factories 
during the 1970s and 1980s. The 
exhibition will run until October 31. 


A MAN who started growing 
cannabis, with friends from his 
five-a-side football team, to save 
money, has avoided an immedi¬ 
ate jail sentence. 

Raphael Jackson, aged 27, had 
planned the enterprise with team¬ 
mates he played with every week at 
Goals soccer centre in Oldbury, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court heard. 

The plants were grown at his third-floor 
fiat in Darlaston, which was raided by po¬ 
lice on April 28. Mr Mark Rees, prosecut¬ 
ing, said Jackson and a friend, 21-year-old 
Ashley Glass, were discovered in the spare 
bedroom about to pick some of the leaves. 

The police had forced entry and found 
a total of 78 plants inside, including 18 
mature plants in the bedroom, another 10 
drying in the kitchen and 50 seedlings. The 
plants in the bedroom were inside a tent 
and there was other cannabis cultivation 
equipment around. 

Father-of-two Jackson told the court his 
role had been to provide a place where the 
cannabis could be produced but he denied 
the fiat had been rented for that sole pur¬ 
pose. He claimed he smoked around six 
spliffs a day but had since given up. The 
growing operation had started in January 
after a conversation with his five-a-side col¬ 
leagues about the expense of cannabis. He 
said he and the five other players planned 
to divide up the plants between them. 

Glass, who was not part of the football 
team, claimed he was roped in to assist dur¬ 
ing a visit to see his friend. Jackson, of Tit- 
ford Road, Oldbury, and Glass, of St James 
Road Handsworth, both pleaded guilty to 
producing cannabis on the basis that they 
did not grow it for financial gain. 

Jackson was given a nine-month prison 
sentence suspended for two years and both 
were ordered to carry out 120 hours unpaid 
work and agree to a curfew, Jackson for 18 
weeks and Glass for 16 weeks. They were 
also told to pay prosecution costs of £550.

A fter winning a Bafta for her 
performances as the wife of a 
Great Train Robber in Mrs 
Biggs, you might think that starring 
in TV biopics held no fear for 
Sheridan Smith.

But then, not many people were 
familiar with the real Charmian 
Biggs, whereas Smith’s latest role 
sees her playing one of the most 
famous women on British telly - 
Cilia Black. 


So, it’s not surprising the 
actress admits to being 
apprehensive about taking it on. 

She says: “The drama is slightly 
more daunting because Cilia is so 
well known.

Construction boom leads 
to skill and supply fears

Offices project ready 


A BARN conversion that has created a series of 
offices in the countryside near Wolverhampton 
has now come on the market. 

Wiggins Locket and Thompson have instruc¬ 
tions to actively market the Parkside office con¬ 
versions as they are nearly ready for occupation. 
The development sees a range of red brick barns 
converted to provide small or large turn-key ser¬ 
viced office accommodation. 

Situated in the village of Boningale, on the 


main A464 Holyhead Road between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Shifnal, it has good access to the 
motorway network, plenty of parking and boasts 
a countryside location close to shops, eateries 
and a pub. In addition, warehouse and storage 
space is also available for rent with the offices. 

Richard Bache, from Wiggins Locket and 
Thompson, said: “Whilst the offices have been 
created to retain many original features there is 
plenty of natural light.” 


THE construction industry grew at 
its fastest pace in seven months in 
August, creating more jobs but also 
raising fears of potential shortages 
of building supplies and skills. 

The monthly Markit/CIPS purchasing 
managers’ index for construction climbed 
to 64.0 in August from 62.4 in July. Any 
score over 50 indicates growth. 

The report found new orders and business 
expectations rising, with broad-based growth 
across all the market sectors: housing, commer¬ 
cial and civil engineering. 

But Markit also warned that raw material 
costs were rising amid supply shortages, while a 
lack of skilled workers meant sub-contractor pay 
was also rising. 

Hardest 

The UK construction sector was among the 
hardest hit sections of the economy during the 
downturn but started to show signs of strong 
growth last year. 

It was boosted by a mix of economic recov¬ 
ery, low interest rates and Government-backed 
schemes to boost the housing market. 

“A broad-based upturn in construction de¬ 
mand has created a boom in job creation this 
summer, as construction companies look to re¬ 
place capacity lost in the aftermath of the reces¬ 
sion,” said survey author Tim Moore. 

But, after a long period in the doldrums, the 
construction supply chain is showing signs of 
strain, with the Markit survey finding the slow¬ 
est delivery times from suppliers since the survey 
began in 1997. 

Markit chief economist Chris Williamson said: 
“The UK construction boom continued in Au¬ 
gust,but the pace of growth is causing supply 
problems.Sub-contractors were able to charge 
more in the face of such strong demand, and av¬ 
erage pay rates rose to the greatest extent seen 
in the survey history.” 



First tenant signs 
up for city scheme 


THE first new tenant of a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound office and retail development 
in Wolverhampton city centre has been 
signed up. 

Greene King will open a Hungry Horse 
family-friendly pub restaurant on the 
ground floor of Interchange 10, which will 
be based at the Wolverhampton Inter¬ 
change next to the bus and railway sta¬ 
tions. 

Negotiations are also advanced with two 
other businesses interested in moving into 
Interchange 10. 

Greene King is the first company on 
board for this scheme, which will create 
new jobs and attract further investment 
into the city. 


The company has now submitted appli¬ 
cations to Wolverhampton City Council for 
premises licence and a table and chairs li¬ 
cence. In September last year the council 
announced a total investment of £10.6m 
in the area, including constructing Inter¬ 
change 10 to provide new Grade A offices 
and associated retail/leisure floor space. 

This investment has also seen the au¬ 
thority acquire the leases for the neigh¬ 
bouring Victoria Square and Queen’s 
Building, and convert un- occupied first 
floor space into a quality office develop¬ 
ment. As well as encouraging more invest¬ 
ment and boosting prosperity to the city, 
the scheme will also help transform a key 
gateway to the city centre.

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New Sorento breaks cover

The third generation Kia Sor¬ 
ento was unveiled in Korea this 
week, delivering a premium look 
to build on the success of the 
outgoing model. 

The new Sorento boasts a smooth¬ 
er, swept-back profile with more space 
and numerous innovative features. 

The styling changes alter the character 
of the new Sorento, highlighting its sleek 
profile and giving the new model a bolder 
on-the-road presence. 

There are long, wrap-around head¬ 
lamps and more prominent fog-lamps, as 
well as a larger, more upright ‘tiger-nose’ 
grille, with a distinctive three-dimensional 



diamond pattern, first featured on the 2013 
Kia Cross GT concept. 

In profile, the new model retains the Sor- 
ento’s hallmark long bonnet and charac¬ 
teristic wide D-pillar, but a lower roofline, 
higher beltline and swept-back shape give 
the car a more dramatic, muscular stance. 

Inside the all-new Sorento is where 
some of the most significant improvements 
are to be found. 

The styling of the cabin follows a mod¬ 
ern and wide theme with a wraparound 
dashboard with soft-touch materials and 
leather creating a modern luxury feel, giv¬ 
ing the new Sorento a genuine premium 
vehicle feel. 

Increase 

Although the roofline is 15mm lower, 
repositioned seat cushions ensure in¬ 
creased headroom and legroom for occu¬ 
pants in all three rows. Cargo space also 
increases. 

Available in five- or seven-seat versions, 
the new Sorento features 40/20/40 second 
row split folding for improved versatility, 
with a higher folding centre armrest.

Buyers of the new Sorento will be able 
to choose from a wealth of safety technolo¬ 
gies - depending on market. 

Available systems will include: ASCC 


(Adaptive Smart Cruise Control); LDWS 
(Lane Departure Warning System); FCW 
(Front Collision Warning); BSD (Blind-Spot 
Detection); LCA (Lane Change Assist); 
RCTA (Rear Cross-Traffic Alert) and SLIF 
(Speed Limit Information Function) based 
on cameras detecting roadside signs. 

Following its unveiling in Korea, the all- 
new Kia Sorento will make its European 
premiere on October 2 at the 2014 Paris 
Motor Show.

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Get a slice of the action

You can’t have your cake and eat it, 
so the old saying goes: but like so 
many things in the motoring world 
technology has changed all that. 

You can have a car that is both fast and 
frugal, and one of the best examples cur¬ 
rently on the market is SEAT’S Leon FR, 
the diesel-fuelled equivalent of the mighty 
Cupra. 

In three-door coupe body style only, it’s 
sleek, stylish and better equipped than many 
more expensive ‘premium’ saloons: it’s also ca¬ 
pable of tackling the 0 to 62mph in 7.4 seconds 
and yet it is also capable of averaging more 
than 62mpg with low C02 emissions of 119g/ 
km. 

That’s with the DSG automated transmission: 
the six-speed manual isn’t any quicker but fuel 
consumption and C02 emissions are a bit low¬ 
er still. 

But it isn’t only quick in the sprint: with 380NM 
of torque (more than a Porsche Cayman) from 
as low as 1,750rpm it pulls strongly from the 
word go, unleashing convincing in-gear accel¬ 
eration for rapid exits to corners and effective 
overtaking. 

There are rivals - the flagships of the die¬ 
sel-powered Golf GTis and Audi A3s which are, 
of course, from the same stable, with the same 
engine. There’s also the BMW 1 Series M Sport, 
but you’d have to pay between £2,200 and 
£5,000 more for one of these different badges. 

Beauty is in the eye of the beholder but 
the FR is arguably the real head-turner or the 
bunch, with its sculptured body work and LED 
headlights and taillights. 

Unlike many hot hatchbacks of the past, the 
Leon is one of the most complete cars around, 
and one that will bring a smile to your face and, 
with room for five in comfort, it’s also perfect for 



transporting the family. Like all new generation 
Leons, there’s more head and legroom and 
boot space is up by around ten per cent, to 390 
litres with five on board. 

The FR has sports suspension and the car 
is lowered by some 15mm, with steering that 
is light yet positive which makes tackling twisty 
roads a pleasure. The top FRs (there’s also a 
150Ps version) also get a multi-link suspension 


system, designed to ensure maximum contact 
between tyre and road. And like all new-gen- 
eration Leons, it’s considerably lighter and has 
a wider track than its predecessor to improve 
handling. 

The sharp handling doesn’t come at the ex¬ 
pense of a typically harsh sporting car ride: in 
fact it is notably smooth and quiet. 

It has a combination of real-world perfor¬ 


mance, passenger comfort and refinement 
which would make it a serious competitor in the 
grand tourer class. 

At the car’s heart is a two-litre, turbocharged 
diesel (the same used in the Golf and Audi) with 
184ps of power, or 181 bhp in old money, which 
for SEAT is reserved solely for FR models. 

The test car was fitted with the group’s DSG 
dual clutch, six-speed transmission which is 


renowned for its smooth and responsive oper¬ 
ation. 

Naturally there are paddles behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel for rapid manual changes. I find the 
DSG’s electronic controls are intelligent enough 
for almost any conditions, but the ability to eas¬ 
ily down shift for fine control on a steep incline, 
for example, is sometimes welcome. 

Inside, the centre of the dash is dominated 
by the colour touch screen control for, among 
other things, the premium sound system and 
satnav. 

Most stereo, trip and telephone controls are 
duplicated on the steering wheel. 

The touch screen also controls, simply and 
intuitively, features such as the comprehensive 
trip computer and SEAT’S driver profile system: 
two quick dabs of the index finger and you can 
rapidly set the car up in normal, eco or sport 
mode, or indeed to your individual preferences. 

Usefully, though, you can bimble along in 
eco mode and do your bit for the environment 
but, should an overtaking opportunity present 
itself, a nudge of the gear selector takes you 
straight into sport mode, dropping a gear or 
two and unleashing all that power and torque. 

Driver profile alters throttle response, steering 
feel and, in DSG versions, gearbox response, 
to suit the circumstances: for example in sport 
mode holding the lower gear to higher rpm. 

In ‘normal’ mode, the throttle is less sharp, 
the steering feels lighter and the DSG will 
change gear hold the higher gears for longer, 
for better economy and smooth progress 
around town. 

Eco mode takes that profile a little further and 
even alters the climate control and engine stop/ 
start systems to maximise fuel savings. 

It’s part of a raft of technology fitted to the 
FR, much of it designed to make the car even 
safer. Apart from the now usual ABS and stabil¬ 
ity controls, there is a limited slip differential for 
improved cornering performance plus hill start 
assist.

With a more powerful TwinAir engine, an up¬ 
scale trim level slotted in and an interior with 
a smart digital instrument display, the Fiat 
500 has evolved. One thing hasn’t changed 
- it’s still the cutest city car money can buy. 

Fiat has taken the opportunity to refresh the 500. 
Wisely the company has left the styling largely un¬ 
changed and has instead concentrated on updating 
the technology, making the car yet more efficient and 
giving the customer more choice when it comes to 
engines and trims. 

The headliner is the fact that Fiat has introduced a 105PS 
version of the popular twin-cylinder 875cc TwinAir engine. 
This engine uses the same technology pioneered on the 
Italian brand’s MultiAir units, replacing the camshafts of a 
four-valves-per-cylinder unit with electro-hydraulic control of 
the inlet valves, allowing the engine to breathe more effi¬ 
ciently. 

As before, there’s an 85PS TwinAir offered that gets to 
62mph in 11 seconds, but the 105PS car is usefully quicker. 
Combined with a six-speed manual gearbox as standard, it 
develops 145Nm of torque at 2,000rpm in Sport mode, gets 
to 62mph in 10 seconds and on to a top speed of 117mph. 
You’ll also find rear disc brakes fitted, as opposed to the 
drums on the lower-powered car. 

Aside from the two TwinAir engines, 500 customers can 
also choose from a rather breathless 69PS 1.2-litre petrol 
and an altogether more satisfying 95PS 1.3 MultiJet II Turbo 
Diesel. 

Both TwinAir engines are also offered with the Dualog- 
ic gearbox. Two driving modes are offered - Standard and 
Eco. In Eco, torque is restricted and the steering lightens up, 
which makes low-speed manoeuvring even easier. Press 
the Sport button in the 105PS TwinAir model and the ‘eco’ 
display transforms into a turbo-boost gauge. It’s a very slick 
touch. 

The interior of the 500 offers a beautifully pared-back look 
and feel but this time round there’s a genuine piece of mo¬ 
dernity in the dial pack. A seven-inch TFT digital instrument 
display replicates the retro aesthetic of the analogue dials, 
with speedometer, rev counter and trip computer all easily 
read. 

Image 

The centre of the display - which contains a digital image 
of the car - can be configured to show various trip computer 
readouts, such as distance travelled, instant fuel consump¬ 
tion and range. 

The screen can also display media player and telephone 
readings and, when fitted with a TomTom 2 LIVE satnav sys¬ 
tem, navigation information also appears in the display, in¬ 
cluding junction graphics and real-time traffic updates. 

The build quality feels decent with surprisingly sturdy 
controls. 

Any doubts about the mechanical integrity of the complex 
TwinAir engineering should be laid to rest by the fact that it 
uses a similar technology to Honda’s impeccably reliable 
VTEC system, insofar as it uses engine oil as hydraulic fluid 
in a rugged and elegant solution that’s not overly expensive 
to build. 

Retro green and three-layer white paint finishes are now 
offered and the S model is available with a striking blue. Re¬ 
vised alloy wheel designs, seat fabrics and leather uphol¬ 
steries complete the updates. 

Proportion 

As before, pricing sits mainly in the £10,000 to £14,000 
bracket for the hard top version, but Fiat has found a huge 
proportion of buyers wanting to pay figures towards the top 
of that range - and beyond. Hence, a greater range of op¬ 
tions for customers who aren’t particularly price-sensitive 
when it comes to their 500. 

The Cult trim represents the top of the 500 hierachy which 
starts with ‘Pop’ and rises through ‘Colour Therapy’ and 
‘Lounge’ to ‘500S’. 

Most go for the Lounge models which are still equipped 
with features like 15in alloy wheels, a fixed glass sunroof, 
Blue&Me connectivity, a leather steering wheel with remote 
controls and air conditioning. 

If you want the Convertible 500C model, there’s a £3,000 
price premium to pay. 

As with all 500 models, a high level of safety equipment 
comes as standard, including anti-lock brakes with electron¬ 
ic brakeforce distribution, seven airbags (including a driver’s 
side knee bag), ISOFIX attachments and daytime running 
lights. ESP stability control with anti slip regulation and Hill 
Holder is also available. 

To be honest, Fiat hasn’t needed to do a whole lot to re¬ 
tain the 500’s popularity. It still looks great, it’s always been 
fun to drive and as long as the pricing doesn’t get too ambi¬ 
tious, the market remains there for it.

Ever picked up a car park bump and cursed 
your luck? The brilliant new Citroen C4 Cac¬ 
tus might just be the car for you 

As breaths of fresh air go, the Cactus is like a lung- 
full of West Scotland’s finest in the middle of rush- 
hour London. 

It’s a car designed to fit into real-world lifestyles where 
you need lots of places to store bits and pieces, where 
touch-screens are as second nature as a second scoop of 
ice cream and where people always manage to open their 
doors into your paintwork. The Cactus is built to take life’s 
little trials in its stride with a radical re-think. 

That’s why you’ll find those curious and distinctive 
coloured panels along the sides. These ‘AirBump’ air-filled 
blocks are scratch-resistant and a bit bouncy, so errant 
supermarket trolleys and swinging coat zips won’t leave a 
mark. The same material is on the boot and in a few other 
places too, helping to avoid any ugly and expensive body¬ 
work damage. 

The Cactus is the first truly honest Citroen for years. It’s a 
bit madcap but not so much so to be off-putting. The con¬ 
trols are where you’d expect them, the pedals do what they 
should and the wheels aren’t made out of cheese. It’s simply 
very good at the everyday biffabout thing, and there’s no 
doubt a lot of people will be very taken by this. 

Character 

You don’t get as much outright space as you do in, say, 
a Seat Toledo, but the Cactus has a far greater character 
garnish to go with its healthy dollop of practicality. There are 
door pockets aplenty and a panoramic glass roof to give 
a more spacious-feeling cabin, and it’s fair to say there’s 
enough rear legroom for adults - just. 

A really nice touch is the ‘suitcase-style’ interior detailing 
on the door pulls and glove box. It adds a sense of travel 
adventure, but there’s loads of room inside the glove-case 
to add substance to the style. 

Citroen openly admits the Cactus is built to a price. That’s 
half the point; realistic ownership costs. With that in mind 
it’s amazing how quietly the 1.2-litre 110-horsepower petrol 
version bimbles around town. At 30mph in the fourth of five 
gears, the loudest thing is the air conditioning fan, which 
itself is only lightly breathing away in the background. 

There’s nothing remarkable about the way it drives. The 
soft, chunky seats are unusual these days and very com¬ 
fortable, the steering is quite slow and unthreatening, and 
the ride is very smooth over good surfaces and undulating 
bumps. 

Loyal 

It’s worse over sharp bumps, mind you, where the sus¬ 
pension crashes unexpectedly and noisily, but on the 
whole the driving experience is that of a car you’d never 
regret buying or dislike owning. It feels a bit like a loyal fam¬ 
ily pet. 

In terms of raw space there’s more for your money out 
there. But ‘value’ cars tend to be a bit soulless and that al¬ 
ways counts against them. The Cactus definitely has more 
of a character and a charm that can’t entirely be priced up. 
In terms of providing family-friendly transport that you’re not 
afraid to see bumped around now and again, what could 
be better? 

There could be clever finance deals on the cards, too, 
if the UK follows suit with Spain’s ‘pay as you drive’ mile- 
age-based finance scheme. 

The brilliant news is that this won’t just appeal to budget- 
led buyers who hate looking after their cars. It’s a damn fine 
everyday car with some great quirks and an unusual look, 
so parents looking for something livelier-looking to put on 
the drive will love it; as will people bored with the same old 
hatchback crowd. 

This car summed up in a single word: Unconventional. 
Among a sea of relative boredom it dares to be different, 
and while it’ll raise a few eyebrows, it turns heads and cre¬ 
ates big smiles.

Great mix 
of economy, 
style and 
performance

There’s something going on under the bon¬ 
net of a new range of Audis which benefits 
both the environment and drivers - particu¬ 
larly business users. 

The company’s huge range of models has been 
joined by ‘Ultra’ versions of the A4, A5 and A6, using 
an update of its 2.0-litre turbo diesel engine, already 
one of the most powerful in its class with up to 190Ps 
on tap in the case of the A6. 

The net result is a saving of hundreds of pounds on fuel, 
the tax disc and ‘benefit in kind’ tax without sacrificing per¬ 
formance: indeed, the new Ultra range actually has more 
oomph than its predecessors. 

I drove the Ultra-powered version of the £30,850 A5 
Coupe, a sleek executive express with the potential to go 
from a standstill to 62mph in a rapid 8.3 seconds. 

Yet it is also capable of beating many small hatchbacks in 
terms of economy, with average fuel consumption of more 
than 67mpg and a C02 emissions rating of just 109g/km. 

This means, compared to its predecessor, the tax band 
falls from C to B and a 16 per cent drop in the business driv¬ 
er’s tax bill - nearly £250 as well as savings at the pumps. 
The figures are identical for the new Ultra-powered range of 
A4 saloons. 

Saving money and developing your green credentials 
normally means a trade-off with performance and driving 
pleasure, but in this case the opposite is true. 

The 2.0-litre turbo diesel under the bonnet is a complete¬ 
ly new development, designed for even more efficiency 
and leaner burning. It also has a new ‘selective catalytic 
reduction’ system which removes nitrogen oxides from the 
exhaust gases, ensuring the cars meet EU6 standards, the 
most stringent ever applied to European cars. 

Same 

But the driver also has the same maximum engine power 
of 163Ps under his right foot but at lower revs (1,200rpm low¬ 
er, at 3,000rpm in fact), and maximum torque is increased to 
400Nm and over a wider spread, from just 1,750rpm. 

If the figures don’t mean much, you will notice the differ¬ 
ence long before you pull up at the pumps. 

It means in normal driving the car whispers along at very 
low rpm, saving fuel and reducing noise levels, but a little 
more pressure from the right foot will send it surging for¬ 
ward smoothly without the need to stir the six-speed manual 
gearbox. 

All the Ultra models come as standard with lowered, 
sports suspension which not only reduces drag (therefore 
aiding economy), it also means even sharper handling. The 
standard alloys are reduced to 17in as a result, equipped 
with 225/50 low-profile tyres. 

It turns into bends positively and accurately and grips 
well, and based on a test drive on a variety of rural roads, it 
has little impact on ride quality. 

The Ultra models currently come as manual, front-wheel 
drive only, with no four-wheel drive Quattro versions. 

The A5 is only available at present in SE trim, which 
comes with the sort of kit you’d expect from an upmarket 
coupe. Driver and front passenger have executive levels of 
space, but the sleek coupe shape does mean a small sacri¬ 
fice in room for those in the rear compared to the A4 saloon. 

Boot space is well up to class standards, ranging from 
455 to 829 litres depending on whether the rear bench seat 
is up or folded flat. 

Driver and passengers can sit back in heated Milano 
leather upholstery, with the benefit of electronic climate con¬ 
trol and an upmarket sound system with multi-media inter¬ 
face. 

You also get automatic wipers and lights, parking sensors, 
satnav, multi-function steering wheel, electric front windows, 
and cruise control. Safety equipment includes multiple air¬ 
bags as well as a limited slip differential and the usual array 
of electronic wizardry, such as ABS and stability control.
